Bloodmobile drive seeks 165 pints 


The holiday season can be a good time — 
but it’s hard on the community's blood 
supply. 

“It’s harder to recruit blood donors at this 
time of year,” said John Malone, chairman 
of the Carbondale-Forest City chapter of the 
American Red Cross. “But the hospitals 
don’t close for the holidays and patients still 
need blood. We’re going all out to be sure 
that it's available. 

“To help prevent a blood shortage this 
year, the Carbondale-Forest City chapter of 
the American Red Cross will hold a holiday 
bloodmobile on Friday. Dec. 4, at St. Rose 
Family Center from 11:45 a.m. to 5:45 p.m. 

“Our goal is to collect 165 pints of 


volunteer-donated blood. The holidays are 
an especially good time to give blood, but we 
encourage everyone to donate regularly, 
regardless of the season." 

Malone explained that holiday shopping, 
family gatherings, and vacations sometimes 
cause people to forget the constant need for 
blood. Bad weather can create problems, 
too. 

"We know that people have a lot on their 
minds now, but we can’t just tell the hospi¬ 
tals, ‘Sorry, but there's no blood today 
because everyone’s too busy to donate,"’ 
Malone added. 

There are 45 hospitals in Northeastern 
Pennsylvania. “To supply them, the Red 


Cross must collect 340 pints of blood every 
day, holidays or not, snow or shine. The 
patients are always there, so we’ve got to 
provide the blood. To do it. we need eve¬ 
ryone's help. St. Joseph’s and the Carbon¬ 
dale General are among those we supply, 
Malone pointed out. 

All healthy persons between the ages of 17 
and 65 who weigh at least 110 pounds are 
eligible to donate blood. The complete 
donation porcess takes less that an hour, and 
the actual donation only about 10 minutes. 

The rest of the time is used for registra¬ 
tion, a brief medical history, and a rest and 
refreshment period.

A major fund-raising drive for planned 
construction and renovation at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital was approved during a recent 
board of directors meeting. 

According to a prepared release from the 
hospital, the drive will begin early in 1982 
and continue through June. It will be con¬ 
ducted by Community Counseling Service 
Co., Inc., New York City. 

No campaign goal figure was announced 
in the release. 

The hospital recently announced a $16 
million expansion plan, apparently puttin- 
g“on hold’’previous!y announced plans for 
St. Joseph’s to merge with Carbondale Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. 

According to the news release. Commun¬ 
ity Counseling conducted an intensive five- 
week study in Carbondale and surrounding 


communities, and issued its report to St. 
Joseph’s board. The report indicated the 
level of support that exists for St. Joseph's is 
extremely high. 

The report confirmed that not only is 
there a willingness to support the drive with 
contributions, but an"inordinately high per¬ 
centage of individuals, business and profes¬ 
sional organizations have volunteered to 
work on the program. It was further pointed 
out that the hospital is considered by 
members of the community to be vital to the 
health care needs of northeastern 
Pennsylvania." 

The release concludes that “with the hos¬ 
pital census at St. Joseph’s running close to 
100 percent at this writing, the need for 
expansion, modernization, new facilities 
and equipment becomes crystal clear, and 
the hospital administration awaits thedevel- 
opment of the campaign with great interest 
and enthusiasm."

‘Francis’ — a religious experience 
presented by the West Side Players

It was a religious experience. 

After the finale, there were tears welling in 
the eyes of many people in the Saturday 
evening audience. They rose as one in a 
thundering standing ovation for "Francis," 
its star. Bill Cambardella, its director, Bar¬ 
bara Arabio and the entire company. 

“Francis" is a little known musical play 
written by Richard Duprey and Ken Ford 
for the 800th anniversary of the birth of St. 
Francis of Assisi, “God’s little grey bird” 
who served the poor, eschewed material 
things and talked to the animals. 

Rita Burke of Carbondale saw a perfor¬ 
mance of the play in Philadelphia some 
years ago. and urged Ms. Arabio and her 
West Side Players to produce it for the 
benefit of St. Joseph’s Hospital. And pro¬ 
duce it they did, last weekend. 

Pure pleasure 

It was 80 minutes of pure pleasure that 
took its late autumn audience out of itself, 
and transcended time back to the late eleven 
hundreds in the little Italian village of Assisi, 
Umbria. It took liberties with language, but 
it told the tale of the young nonconformist 
Francis Bernadone, who chose to serve 
God’s poor rather than join his father’s 
business. 

Born John Francisco Bernadone in 1181 
or 1182, he was a high-spirited youth who 
had a vision of the Lord asking him to help 
rebuild an old village church. In the year 
1209 he had only 11 followers .... II years 
later he had as many as 5,000, and founded 
what became the Franciscan Order of 
monks. 

"Francis" is the brief, loosely woven, 
always bright and frequently humorous 
story of his early life, played by a youthful 
company of talented performers under the 
expert direction of Ms. Arabio. 

In the title role, Bill Cambardella of King¬ 
ston, a personnel staff member for the 
Wilkes-Barre VA, was the personification of 
the humble young man who made friends 


with the animals and birds and went on to 
sainthood. 

An experienced thespian with a back¬ 
ground in summer theater and local theatri¬ 
cal events, his magnificent voice filled the 
Marian Hall auditorium with spine-tingling 
emotion in every song he sang. 

The crescendo of the all-too-brief show 
came when he knelt center stage and sang the 
well-known Prayer of St. Francis of Assisi, 
put to music by Michael Talbot... “Lord, 
make me an instrument of Your peace ... 
where there is hatred, let me sow love ..." 

Cambardella’s stage presence and talent 
go far beyond anything that has been seen in. 
local theater in a long time. He is deeply 
involved in music ministry at Fatima Spirit¬ 
ual Center at Elmhurst. In whatever direc¬ 
tion his talent takes him, either in church 
music or show business, the odds are that 
you’ll be hearing about him ... again ... and 
again. 

The entire "Francis "company showed the 
results of many weeks of hard work under 
Ms. Arabio's firm hand. Bernard Ranieri of 
Carbondale, who played Francis’ father, 
and sang, “I Want You to Be a Man Like 
Me,” was also excellent, and posses a power¬ 
ful voice. 

Maureen Walsh as Francis’ guardian 
angel and narrator was cute and clever. 
Ralph Perry as Brother Leo (Peter Paul Gil- 
lot will play the same role in the show Dec. 5 
at Marywood, since Perry is appearing in 
another local theatrical production that 
date) also displayed acting acumen. Bob 
Lesjack appeared as Pope Innocent 111, sing¬ 
ing “When I was Young,” with ability. 

Edwin Giles as the thief who tries to steal 
from Francis and is converted to his cause, 
and welcomed, was also excellent. 

Comedic relief 

Comedic relief was offered by Michael 
Pavlovich who played the wolf. His costume 
a plaid shirt and dungarees, with grey fur 
tail, paws, feet and head and blackened nose, 
was as clever as his performance, and drew 


large applause from the audience. Pavlovich 
had played Christ in "Godspell." 

Carbondale hairdresser Fran Bianco was 
also excellent as the bishop, and Judy 
Suhosky of Browndale portrayed Francis' 
mother with warmth and sincerity. 

Each member of the company performed 
admirably. There were no fluffed lines, no 
missed music cues, no lapses in continuity. 
Monica Gravine was Neighbor Angelina; 
Kim Doe was Brother Egidio; Patrick 
LaMorte appeared as the Knight; Michael 
Murphy as the young man; Ann Marie Scar- 
pino as Neighbor Maria; Kara Pilewicz as 
Neighbor Concetta; and Ann Cieciorka and 
Denise Biondo as villagers. 

Ms. Arabio, church organist and choir 
director at Our Lady of Mount Carmel 
Church, founder of West Side Players, and 
well known in local, musical circles, tri- 
umped again with this bright and unusual 
play. 

The music was haunting and the lyrics 
expressive, and her professional piano 
accompaniment was unsurpassed. 

Rita Burke, president of St. Joseph’s Aux¬ 
iliary, was in charge of the production. Allyn 
Benson and Barbara Lesjack handled 
makeup, and lighting was by Lyn Rosen. 
Costumes were by Sharon Lubaszewski, 
Margaret Suhosky, Judy Suhosky, Fran 
Grecco, Lyn Rosen, Delores lyoob and 
Parma Bagetta. 

Assisting Ms. Arabio were Joe DeMark- 
.drums; Jerry Martines and Dorn Lonzoon 
guitar and Nina Howell, chimes. Set decora¬ 
tion was by Ms. Arabio, Fran Bianco and 
Helen Yedinak. 

The show will be given in the Fine Arts 
Theatre at Marywood College at 2 and 8:30 
p.m. Saturday, Dec. 5. 

Comments heard after Saturday evening’s 
performance included, “This is as good as 
Broadway,” and , from one Friday night 
physician-patron, “It’s better than any 
Broadway show I’ve ever seen.”
